Northland Greyhound Lines will become a wholly-owned property of the 
Greyhound Corp. if other stockholders foliow the suit of the Great Northern 
Railways Co. which has agreed to sell its 44 per cent, 66,694-share interest 
in Northland to the corporation. The public owns three per cent of 150,664 
shares outstanding. 

Purchase price will be $22 for Great Northern shares, while the public 
has been offered $28.50 if the sale is made before a November 1 dividerid of 
$6.50 declared by Northland directors. 

Northland operates 10,889 route miles through the North Central states 
and grossed $12,750,838 in 1954. 


A new monicker has been voted for the old Dallas Railway and Terminal 
Co, ... the Dallas Transit Co. More than 50 per cent of the stockholders 
voted the name change in keeping with the progress in bus service made by 
the Texas company. 

At the same time, stockholders approved a two-for-one stock split that 
will convert some 162,500 common shares at $20 par value to 325,000 shares 
with par value of $10. Dividends per year are expected to be 35 cents per 
share, half the amount previously paid. 

The name change 1s far from the company’s first, said President W. R. 
Burns who's been with the firm for 40 years. It’s actually the 26th, the first 
transit firm being the Dallas City Railroad Co., established in 1871. 


Weekly riding permits instead of tokens will be used by Public Service 
Co-ordinated Transport of New Jersey... and New York City and Philadelphia 
transit officials are breathing easier. 

The knotty problem arose when PS got a first-zone fare hike to 12 cents 

. and decided to unwrap tokens it had stored since 1932. Then it was dis- 
covered that the 12-cent tokens would fit turnstiles in New York and Phila- 
delphia, where tokens are more expensive. 

Public Service appealed to the PUC for a mules change allowing them to 
use permits ... and everybody was happier. 


Twelve streetcar rovtes in Philadelphia will be converted to bus opera- 
tion in the near future in line with Philadelphia Transportation Co.’s mush- 
rooming modemization program.

The ever-increasing population, he said, plus conges- 
tion and parking problems, could represent the eventual 
weak spot of the private auto. 


Bus operators were invited to help the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by the next speaker, Hon, Owen 
Clark, youngest member of the ICC, who spoke at the 
Wednesday luncheon meeting. 

One of the areas in which operators can help, Com- 
missioner Clark said, is by assisting the Commission 
in drawing up exact definitions of what is meant by 
“territory” where charters may be picked up 

He also urged operators to work hard at improving 
service wherever possible, and to build up non-passen- 
ger revenue services as much as they could. 


With NAMBO VP R. C. Hoffman, Jr. presiding, the 
afternoon session got under way with an address by 
Jack Garrett Scott, general counsel of the Association. 

He described in detail the fight against the Fallon 
bill, heaping high praise on Harold Hosea of NAMBO’s 
staff, other staff members and the carriers as a whole 
for their part in carrying the battle to victory. 

He also discussed the controversial Cabinet Report, 
and the bills which implemented it . . . and attacked 
especially those provisions which would emasculate 
ICC’s rate-making power by giving it control over maxi- 
mum and minimum rates only. 

Scott also blasted the proposed “policy change” in 
national transportation which he said would do away 
with the traditional idea of preserving the advantages 
of each form of transport . and open the way for 
railroads to enter the motor transportation field, 

Like President Hill, Scott also felt that the next ses- 
sion of Congress would be just as much of a tax battle 
as the last one. 


The saf session this year featured an address by 
Franklin “i. Kreml, director of Northwestern Universi- 
ty’s Transportation Center and of the Traflic Division 
of the International Association of Chiefs of Police. 

Entitled “Toward More Efficient Highway Trans- 


’ portation,” Kreml, who first became interested in the 


problem as an Evanston policeman, pointed out that 
every year seven to seven and a half billion dollars are 
wasted by traflic accidents and inefficient movement. 

There can be a solution, he said, but it can’t be a 
“miracle” solution. It must be done by an honest, com- 
petent government program coupled with organized 
public support. 

He recommended laws and ordinances, accident in- 
vestigation and field studies and analysis of these 
figures . . . that leads to the facts of the problem, he 
said, and armed with these we can go about solving it 
through the famous “Three E’s” of Education, Enforce- 
ment and Engineering. 

But above all, you need co-ordination—a traffic com- 
mission to work, study and plan. He urged bus oper- 
ators, as influential leaders in their communities, to join 
in trafic work and give it the weight of their support.

He urged that bus associations work with educators 
to make one day a year a “school field trip day.” 

Trice also had a word about meeting the competition 
of the “special operators” who take business away from 
regular certificated carriers. 

“It’s our own fault,” he said, and described how his 
company often had to turn tour business over to the 
very “specials” they fight against . . . because regular 
carriers do not exchange tour information. 

“The four major carriers serving Virginia,” he said, 
“could very easily set up a conducted tour service cov- 
ering the entire state,” and thereby keep much of the 
business now going to their competition. 


Developing package express was the theme of W. P. 
Hicks, who surveyed southwestern carriers to see what 
they were doing along that line. 

As a result, he recommended the following: 


1. Sell your own employes on package express not 
as a sideline, but as a means of keeping their jobs and 
their salaries . . . and as an integral part of the bus 
business. 


2, Actively solicit business, and develop handy rate 
schedules so that shippers don’t have to compute rates 
from passenger fare structures. 


3. Develop a nationwide uniform package express

The 74th Annual 
ATA Convention 


THE NATION'S TRANSIT OPERATORS have long been on 
the offensive, but at the 74th annual convention of the 
American Transit Association they decided to open up 
a second front—to tell “what” the cities must do, and 
how they must do it-—rather than cencentrate on why 
transit is essential to urban survival. 

More than 1200 transit men and their guests signed 
up at the Hotel Statler in Boston for the big convention, 
which topped all attendance for the past 15 years, except 
for the four meetings held in Atlantic City, 

Although the meetings were scheduled for September 
26-29, operators began to stream into Boston two or 
three days early to get set for the series of general and 
divisional meetings which constituted the 74th annual 
meeting of the Association. 


President Donald C. Hyde opened the meeting with 
a report on Association activities during the past year. 

It was a gratifying and encouraging report, for since 
transitmen last met in Pittsburgh a year ago much has 
happened to make the public aware of mass transporta 
tion's vital role in the nation’s communities, 

The “new spirit of positive approach,” said Hyde, 
has definitely made itself felt, although in some cases 
“overemphasis on transit’s problems serves to obscure 
the courageous efforts we are making.” 

What to do now that transit has succeeded to a great 
degree in telling its story? “Now we must spell out on 
a street-by-street and route-by-route basis how we can 
help our cities. We have told them the why 
tell them the what and the how.”

The part ATA has played during the past year was 
discussed in detail by Executive Vice-President George 
W. Anderson, who described the successful battle against 
the unfair tax provisions of the federal highway program 
bills, and gave details on the start of Washington repre- 
sentation for the American Transit Association. 


Anderson also spoke on transit pars, which have gone 
ahead rapidly, he said, and are withstanding the hard 
test of time successfully.

One of the features of the second Operations Divi- 
sion meeting, held in conjunction with the Plant and 
Engineering and Public Relations divisions, was the 
presentation of “Let's Go to Town,” a color and sound 
film presentation produced by the General Motors Truck 
and Coach Division, which depicts the role of the motor 
coach in relieving traflic congestion. 


The Small Operations Division, as it usually does, 
came up with two packed meetings —one on operating 
and one on maintenance subjects. 

They led off with a discussion on uniforms, and 
drivers’ reactions to them. Almost unanimous opinion 
was that uniforms are not only desirable, but a ne 
cessity in the modern transit business. 

There was some disagreement on the value of a for- 
mal safety program in a smaller operation, but most 
members felt that either the National Safety Council o1 
the carrier's own insurance company can provide a 
worthwhile safety program at a reasonable cost. 

Several ideas on charter promotion were advanced, 
including one by Cliff Foster of Delaware Coach, who 
uses color slides of scenic and historic spots to sell 
charters to women’s groups, and one by Leonard Sam 
worth of Ohio Valley Bus Co., who keeps buses busy 
carrying children to local dairy and bread plants. 

At the session devoted to maintenance problems small 
operators discussed incentive plans for mechanics with 
the aim of decreasing road calls, and discovered that 
several of their number have found such plans very 
successful. As usual, lubrication intervals came up for 
discussion also, as did inspection intervals. 

In each case, however, there was little if any agree- 
ment on the proper interval. In fact, the general opinion 
is that there is no such animal—it all depends on the 
type of operation, terrain, etc.

Meinardi, comptroller, Chicago Transit Authority and 
chairman of the Accounting Division, told how his op- 
eration was successful in combating this problem. 

Drivers suspected of using thin dimes could never be 
caught in the act, according to Meinardi, until CTA 
decided to use an attractive woman inspector for the job. 
One suspected driver who never passed thin dimes to 
male inspectors issued two to the woman, A male in- 
spector in the rear of the bus then directed the driver to 
the next supervisory station and he was immediately 
discharged by the Authority. 

The second Accounting Division meeting was held on 
Wednesday, Sept. 28, in conjunction with the Purchases 
and Stores Division. 


Claims men in their first meeting heard a report on 
transit pars after an opening statement by John G. 
Kelleher, vice president and supervisor of claims for the 
Syracuse Transit Corp. and division chairman, 

The three-man par committee headed by George A. 
Pegg, superintendent of claims for the Cleveland Transit 
System listed the results of a recent claims questionnaire 
sent out for the establishing of pars. 

It was pointed out that like all pars, claims pars are 
not precise figures and may vary from property to 
property depending upon different factors. 

It was stressed, though, that claims departments vary- 
ing greatly from the average figure should examine 
their methods to make sure they are not over or under- 
staffed, that they are not allowing too many cases to get 
to court, that they are not settling too many cases out 
of court, or that excess insurance or unfavorable laws 
may be accounting for the difference

Public Relations Division speaking honors were shared 
by Warren R. Pollard, president of the Virginia Transit 
Co., and W. H. “Billy” Spears, director of public rela- 
tions for National City Lines. 

Pollard described in detail the strides made by transit 
in combating declining riding since 1947, but more im- 
portant he called for a two-part program to bring before 
the public the story of the industry's importance to the 
community. 

Speaking on “Transit Urgently Needs a Dynamic Pro- 
gram of Public Information, Both National and Local, 
to Stem the Shift to Autos in Our Cities,” Pollard called 
for a netional program of public information, directed 
by the Executive Committee of ATA and underwritten 
by special assessments on the membership. 

Secondly, he called for an integrated local program 
designed for use by management in each city. 

The whole object, Pollard feels, would be to point out 
to the public that transit is of vital importance, that 
transit provides a necessary service, and that transit is 
dependable. 

Spears, who's responsible for the Transit Clip Sheet, 
gave another one of his familiar poster talks. 


The Mechanical Division, meanwhile, got down to the 
job of bettering maintenance procedures by swapping 
ideas.

cribed them as “a record of remarkable progress.” 
Equipment notes and other obligations confronting his 
administration totaled $6,563,000. By last year they had 
been reduced to only $600,000, Since that time 61 new 
buses were added to the fleet last year and 60 more are 
now being manufactured by the Mack Truck Co. for 
delivery this fall. These are steps in the program of 
regular replacement to keep the NET fleet among the 
most modern in the nation. The company has earned a 
net income every year since 1950, 

Thoma lays great stress on safety. Off-street turning 
facilities have been provided for nearly all routes. Fare 
collection methods and revenue accounting procedures 
were also completely revised, the system being converted 
completely to lock box operation. 

An ardent advocate of vigorous salesmanship, Thoma 
has extended the advertising program of the company 
and the distribution of public timetables, now provided 
for all routes. The company’s service has been extended 
into new territory as development warranted. 

Believing that transit management should use its own 
product, Thoma is a daily bus rider. It is his firm con- 
viction that the passenger is the most important person 
in the business and that there is no better vantage point 
to get the riders’ impressions of the service than from 
the inside of a bus. An indefatigable worker, he is 
usually among the last to leave the company's offices. 


Thoma's civic activities include service as a director 
of the Buffalo Chamber of Commerce and as a mem 
ber of the newly organized Erie County Citizens Devel 
opment Committee. He has served on the Finance Com- 
mittee of the American Transit Association and as a 
director and officer of the New York State Motorbus 
Association.

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Lynch Plan Would Include Transit 


Former transit promotion man 
developed this new plan... 


© Here's a brand new plan in the transit industry 
prepaid public transportation as a matter of 
negotiation in every industrial labor contract! 
Sound startling’ In a way it is, for while others 
have talked about working closely with industry, 
nobody, up to now, has considered making trans- 


portation a fringe benefit. 


This bold new idea was developed by Robert M. 
Lynch, former business promotion manager of 
United Transit Co. in Providence, R. 1. and now 
vice-president and treasurer of an independent new 
firm known as United Lease and Service Co, 

Like many others, Lynch was aware of the prob- 
lems facing transit companies all over the country.

PRE-PAID PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION can and should be a 
matter of negotiation in every industrial labor coniract. 

Lynch has spelled out very carefully the hows and 
whys of this in his copyrighted material. Originally 
copyrighted under the name “The Providence Plan” 
(designating simply the point of origin) it will here- 
after be known as “The Lynch Plan”. 

It might be noted here that Arthur E. Lewis, presi- 
dent of UTC, is very much impressed with the origi- 
nality and promise of the plan. He has encouraged 
Lynch to complete development and copyright work on 
the proposal and then present it to the industry. 

The primary purpose of “The Lynch Plan” is three- 
fold: 

1. To effect the prepaid mass sale of public transporta- 
tion to management and/or labor through the medium 
of fringe benefits negotiated in the labor contract. 

2. To effect the prepaid mass sale of public transporta- 
tion to management and/or labor or any qualified 
group bound by common interest, in the absence of a 
labor contract. 

3. To effect the prepaid mass sale of public transporta- 
tion on an individual basis under such conditions and 
to such extent as may be feasible and practical. 

The secondary purpose of the plan is to provide -a 
practical, economical and natural method of recentral- 
izing downtown areas by: 

1. Improved public transit service through “guaran- 
teed” basic revenue. 

2. Increased availability of shopper parking through 
conservation of existing facilities. 

3. Relief from traffic paralysis without crushing taxes. 
4. Halting the decline of urban property values. 


The plan proposes to effect “the movement of down- 
town employees to and from their work by public trans- 
portation.” But it proposes to move these downtown 
employees at little or no cost to themselves, and by so 
doing to conserve existing downtown parking and travel 
facilities for the buying public, so that they will no 
longer be forced to take just what's left.” 

As Lynch sees it, the decline of downtown areas can 
be traced to the unintended and certainly unhealthy 
situation in which “the buying public must take what's 
left .. . of parking space, garage space, road space and 
bus space.” 

“Downtown areas will thrive’, he maintains, “when 

and if—they return to the old philosophy that the 
paying customer comes first. That means shopper park- 
ing comes ahead of employe parking. That means streets 
are for customer's cars, not workers, employes or 
owners’ cars. And that means more and better public 
transportation, not less and more expensive rides.” 


Briefly, the plan would be set in motion with a 
request for transportation in the amount of X cents per 
day for X persons X days per week, and for X weeks, 
on the regularly scheduled service of one or several 
transportation companies serving a given area or in- 
dustry. 

Let’s say this comes from the ABC Department Store 
in West Course, Texas. The request covers 80 employes 
for six days a week for 50 weeks. It is made, through 
“Lynch Plan” offices, to the West Course Bus Lines, 
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As a Fringe Benefit for Labor

ompany serving greater West Course. 
Let's say 


the pre-paid public transportation bene- 
fits agreed upon by the owners of the store and their 
employes amounts to 25 cents a day. Multiplying this 
figure by 80, then six (days a week), then 50 weeks 
(duration of working agreement) we establish an origi- 
nal or face value of the “Lynch Plan” contract. 

For the benefit of those without slide rules or pencil 
and paper handy, this figure comes to $6,000. 


That's the happy sum West Course Bus Lines would 
pick up an: if, in the absence of the “Lynch Plan”, 
all of ABC’s employes elected to ride its buses to and 
from work each day. 

Of course they don’t. Some may walk, others drive 
their own cars or make up car pools. 

Their cars take up space on the road going to and 
from work and take up space downtown where they are 
parked all da

In proposing this plan it is Lynch's intention, as its 
originator, to promote and assist, where possible, in the 
formation of this intermediary or coérdinating organi- 
zation and to obtain certain financial benefits, and the 
protection of such benefits as provided under common 
law and under the specific legal contract. 

The plan is to be marketed through the intermediary 
or coordinating organization and it will be from that 
organization that Lynch will get financial benefits in the 
form of royalties for originating and developing the 
plan, which is protected by law from infringement and 
can not be aad without consent. 


Certainly the revenue potential (guaranteed and pre- 
paid) in it for transit companies should be immediately 
recognized by anyone in the industry, Lynch holds, 

Fringe benefits as such are by no means new in labor 
contracts. They cover a wide variety of items already, 
everything from hospitalization and medical benefits to 
pensions. 

Why not paid public transportation? 

As a fringe benefit, of course, this would not be 
something that materialized overnight. It would be a 
matter to be considered by management and labor 
groups when they sit down together to renew expiring 
working agreements, in the planner’s view. 

Lynch has anticipated a number of the questions 
that may be raised about his proposal, One, for exam- 
ple, will no doubt be asked about the downtown em- 
ployes who do not have public transportation serving 
the immediate area in which they live. 

To this Lynch replies simply that as any employe 
approaches the downtown perimeter public transporta- 
tion becomes available to him. He may choose to drive 
by car to the outskirts and transfer to short haul bus 
rides or apply his benefits towards reduced fares on a 
longer haul train from a suburban location. In either 
case he still keeps his car out of downtown in exchange 
for his pre-paid transportation. 

To those who may cry “subsidy”, Lynch replies that 
his plan is based on the premise that payment be 
made by those who benefit directly or indirectly (the 
downtown merchants and businessmen). It would 
not be subsidized by taxpayers who may never ride at

| have done much traveling on buses, 
First because I prefer bus traveling 
to train traveling. A train just rushes 
along a track to get somewhere.

“Is OUR BUS BUSINESS EXPANDING? 
You can bet on that, and not just on 
the strength of zooming figures. Our 
look is far to the future.” 

That’s Mack President P. O. Peter- 
son talking. And since he became 
president of Mack last February 
much has happened—including 700 
bus orders—to back up his optimism. 

“We see two things ahead,” says 
Peterson. “For the industry, a drastic 
overhaul of present ideas on what a 
bus should be; for ourselves, need to 
expand the bus division.

To make sure that Mack buses 
have a part in that rosy future Peter- 
son envisions for the bus industry, 
Mack has hired world-famed automo- 
tive stylist Alexis De Sakhnoffsky to 
undertake a thorough study of mod- 
ern bus design—inside and out.

They've been designed, they say, with 
operating economy, maintenance sim- 
plicity and structural strength always 
uppermost in mind. 

Heart of the economy is the famed 
Thermodyne diesel which Mack in- 
troduced in 1953 and which helped 
catapult Mack into national leader- 
ship in the diesel truck sales field. 
Since fuel cost is one of the major 
expenses of a bus operation, Mack 
engineers feel that the economy rec- 
ord of their Thermodyne is an over- 
whelming factor which transit com- 
panies can’t afford to overlook. 

Maintenance simplicity is another 
important factor from the operator’s 
point of view. For that reason, it has 
been engineered right into the bus at 
Allentown. As a matter of fact, the 
vehicle is built and painted before 
the power plant and torque converter 
are installed and hooked up. “Since 


the main units can be put in tha 
way,” says Gerald E. Mintz, assistant 
chief engineer in charge of the bus 
division, “it’s evident that they can be 
serviced or interchanged with the 
same ease.” 


Structural strength, too, say the 
engineers, is built right into the Mack 
bus because of its steel rail construc- 
tion, As illustrated in the photo on 
page 57, it results in such inherent 
strength that a Mack bus built in 
Sweden was driven relatively long 
distances before the inner or outer 
skin was applied, 

Mack engineers, as they always 
have, take a fierce pride in the fact 
that practically every major compo 
nent part of a Mack bus is built by 
Mack. 

In the near future, when Mack 
starts production of suburban as well 
as city-type vehicles, even Mack-made 
mechanical transmission units will be 
offered. 


Production ¢ The entire production 
setup is under the wing of veteran 
Mack man Theodore Zeller, vice-pres- 
ident in charge of operations, who 
was elected to that post shortly after 
Peterson became president early this 
year. 

Right now the huge, 480,000-sq ft 
bus plant in Allentown is capable of 
turning out ten buses per day—work- 
ing only one shift. “When we have 
to,” says Zeller, “we can turn out a 
lot more than that with little or no 
trouble.” 

Undoubtedly the most unusual fea- 
tures of the assembly line are its two 
butterfly jigs, one of which is shown 
in operation in the photos on page 50. 
Designed by Mack engineers, they 
eliminate stress in the bus body by 
permitting pre-assembling of side and 
roof frames on the jigs, then moving 
them into place as assembled units. 

As set up by Zeller, Mintz and 
Chief Engineer Walter H. May, the 
Mack bus production line is remark- 
ably simple so much so that the 
shape of a bus takes place in the 
seventh position of the 59 positions 
required to turn out a completed bus. 


Sales ¢ Key man in the sales picture 
is Elliott G. Ewell, vic e-president in 
charge of sales. Under his direction 
the bus sales department is under- 
going a phenomenally rapid expan- 
sion. 

The sales staff is being brought up 
to about five times what it was and 
the men full-time to 
buses, rather than concentrating on 
buses and spending part of their time

Directly supervising the entire bus 
sales staff is a brand new manager 
of the division—Robert W. Tyson, 
Jr.—a hard-hitting salesman whose 
record in the Mack organization 
showed he had what it takes to suc- 
ceed in the fiercely competitive auto- 
motive selling world. 

Already Tyson has thrown himself 
into his new post with a vengeance. 
“You can’t sell buses sitting in an 
office in New York,” he says. And to 
prove it he’s traveled thousands of

Much of that travel involved visit- 
ing bus operations where Mack buses 
were put into competition with other 
makes and tested on the basis of fuel 
economy, performance, etc.

A one pound drop from any specified pump pressure 
will result in poor operation or complete failure. If the 
gage shows one pound under the specified pressure when 
it is tested the pump should be replaced.

This is very important when you are digging into sus- 
pected fuel troubles.

Some suggestions on burned intake valves... 


Recently | have encountered considerable trouble with 
burned intake valves and I have had a lot of comments 
about this trouble from other maintenance men who are 
running into it. I have been asked what | have done 
about it or what I think is the cause of it. So | submit 
the following suggestions to any of you who are experi- 
encing this difficulty. 

In a number of cases the exhaust cam on the cam- 
shaft has been worn to such an extent that the exhaust 
valve only partially opened. These cases are not very 
common but do hapepn. 

In a good many cases there has been a rapid build 
up of carbon on the valve stem under the valve head. 
This condition seems to come mostly from long periods 
of idling at too slow an idling speed. What happens is 
that carbon builds up the stem until it rides on the 
top of the guide and holds the valve partly open until 
it burns. An idling speed of between 450 and 500 rpm 
has, in some cases, completely eliminated this excessive 
accumulation of carbon and in particularly bad cases 
some relief may result if the intake valve is cut off an 
eighth of an inch on top. This at least prolongs the 
build up interval. Last, but far from least, is the per- 
sistent burning of intake valves for no apparent reason. 
It is my opinion that this trouble is due entirely to air 
leaking into the intake manifold. In cases of this sort 
look for leaks at the manifold gasket, vacuum booster 
lines and connections, vacuum wiper connections, any 
pipe plugs, soft plugs, screws etc., that can spring an 
atmospheric leak into the manifold. 

If a Dolson valve is used in a vapor scavenger line 
watch out for a defective valve or loose connections at 
either end of the valve. Very recently I had an engine 
down with the intake valve burned out in #1 cylinder. 
There was absolutely no mechanical reason for this valve 
to burn. We found a 4 inch pipe nipple so loose in the 
manifold that the copper line attached to it was all 
that held the nipple in the manifold.

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Fast Idle Unit Warms Bus 
Without Burn-out Danger 


By A. L. Williamson 


San Francisco Municipal Railway 


For TWO OF OUR HowJaApoiTs THIS MONTH we have 
maintenance men from the San Francisco Municipal 
Railway to thank. The first, pictured above and left, is 
designed to permit the idling, at suitable speed for 
warming up, of 24A engines used on a large number of 
White buses operated by the city. 

The “fast idle” unit is mounted on top of the carbu- 
retor with the forked lever straddling the choke rod. In 
operation, the throttle is opened and the choke button 
pressed. With the choke still applied the throttle is re- 
leased. This places the disk on the rod between the throt- 
tle lever and the throttle stop, giving the desired warm 
up speed without variation. To release from fast idle, the 
throttle is opened and the rod springs out of position 
and normal operation is obtained. 

Previously, the practice of placing a wedge under the 
foot pedal resulted in the burning out of several newly 
rebuilt engines. Analysis showed that expansion of the 
fluid in the Bendix hydraulic throttle system used in 
these coaches caused the slave valve connected to the 
carburetor throttle to open to a point where the engine 
was running against the governor with the result that 
tight newly rebuilt engines burned out.

Roller Clutch Puller

THE TOOL PICTURED AT THE LEFT, designed for remov- 
ing over running “roller” clutches on GM 4510 buses, 
does the job (after cover and bolts are removed) in a 
matter of seconds. 

First step is to remove the roller clutch plate, the bolts 
around the clutch and the restrictor in the through shaft. 
Then, screw the tool shaft about ten threads deep in the 
through shaft. 

To remove the clutch simply grasp the slide hammer 
handle and bring the hammer sharply against the nut. 
With just a few strokes the clutch should shock loose. 
Remove the tool and the snap ring on the shaft and the 
clutch will be free to slide right off, 

A front spring U bolt can be straightened out and 
used in place of the shaft shown, since it's the same size. 


Lathe Vacuum Cleaner 
Sucks up Lining Cuttings

LIKE A NUMBER OF MECHANICAL sHopPs, San Francisco 
Municipal Railway uses a brake drum lathe to eliminate 
high spots on newly installed brake linings. 

To prevent the spraying of pieces turned off by the 
cutting tool when machining the linings and to reduce 
unpleasant odor, mechanic Milton J. DeLucchi devel- 
oped a unique “vacuum cleaner” that fits on the tool bar 
of the lathe. 

The unit is actually powered by an electric vacuum 
cleaner used on the fleet. It is attached to the tool bar by 
means of a special housing that surrounds the cutting 
tool. The housing is held in place by a flange which is 
forced over it and which has a knurled lock nut to keep 
the housing positioned. The flange also seals off the 
cleaning attachment. 

In operation, the vacuum takes the cuttings as soon 
as the cutting tool passes over the work, removing with 
them most of the unpleasant odor.

At the same time it was estimated 
that approximately 270,000 persons 
enter and leave the downtown area 
between 6 am and 6 pm on an aver- 
age 1955 week day, and that 90,000 
of these travel by bus and the re- 
maining 180,000 use private vehicles. 
The total will be considerably more 
as the fall season gets under way, and 
this will undoubtedly mean more pri- 
vate vehicles, probably out-of-town 
vehicles, on the streets, carrying an 
average of 1.2 person each. If the 
persons who can comfortably fill a 
bus were in private vehicles, they 


would occupy at least 16 times more 
street space than they would in a bus, 


"Studies have indicated that ap- 
proximately 65 per cent of all avail- 
able on- and off-street parking spaces 
in downtown areas are occupied by 
cars driven by employers and em- 
ployes. Actually those who have busi- 
nesses downtown are to an extent cut- 
ting their own throats by taking up 
parking spaces. Such use of one space 
all day long prevents from eight to 
18 prospective downtown visitors 
from using the same space. 

“Obviously, not everyone can avoid 
taking his car downtown. However, 
on behalf of the many thousands of 
our citizens who are daily bus riders 
and on behalf of those who must use 
their automobiles, | ask all citizens of 
our city whenever they do not need a 
private vehicle for business purposes 
downtown between Oct. 1 and Dec. 
31, personally to use and advocate 
the use of public transit. I also call 
upon the Virginia Transit Co. to 
make every possible effort to promote 
riding on its vehicles during the re- 
mainder of the calendar year—to 
make its service attractive and con- 
venient to the public.” 


NY Pact Assures Service Through 57 


e A settlement package costing the 
New York City Transit Authority $30 
million has assured riders on TA fa- 
cilities uninterrupted service through 
the end of 1957. The package, ar- 
rived at without a strike, gives 37,000 
TWU transit workers a 17-cent-an- 
hour increase, seven cents retroactive 
to last March 15 when wage talks be- 
gan, another seven cents next July 
and the final three cents July 1957. 

Although it admitted that the set- 
tlement would cost $30 million, the 
Authority said the increases would be 
met without an increase in fares. 
Present fare on the city transit sys- 
tem is 15 cents. 

About the only consolation the TA 
could take from the agreeement was 
that Michael J. Quill, union president, 
agreed to extend the pact through 
1957, The 17-cent hourly increase 
was Quill’s original figure. And al- 


though there was no strike, the set- 
tlement averted a half-day work stop- 
page threatened by Quill. 

Charles L. Patterson, the relatively 
new chairman of the Authority, said, 
“We now have two years to turn our 
attention to the main job of winning 
back the revenue the transit system 
has lost in recent years. | am sure 
that revenue is there. Where, I’m not 
certain, but we are going to find it.” 
It is expected that at least a part of 
the revenue will be sought in effect- 
ing further economies in the opera- 
tion of the transit system. 

With this increase under his belt, 
Quill now opens contract negotiations 
with New York City’s nine private 
bus lines.

Experts Back Heliport Plan 


e The Port of New York Authority 
and its plans for a temporary heliport 
costing $50,000 were given the sup- 
port of noted helicopter authorities 
last month. 

The Port Authority, which has 
been waging a minor battle with 
NY’s Commissioner of Marine and 
Aviation, Vincent A. G. O'Connor, 
has already won the approval for its 
plan from the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. But Commissioner 
O'Connor has come out for a freight 
terminal rooftop heliport in the area 
adjoining the Port Authority site. 
O’Connor’s plan would call for an 
expenditure of $600,000, the PA says, 
and would not be operationally or 
economically feasible. 

Authority plans call for a tempo- 
rary heliport, to be succeeded by a 
permanent port costing $5 million 
once the opearting characteristics of 
multi-engine helicopters are known. 


Policy Changes Get Support 


e Proposed changes in the govern- 
ment’s transportation policy, being 
aired now by a House Commerce sub- 
committee, have the support of three 
top policymakers—Commerce Secre- 
tary Weeks, Defense Secretary Wil- 
son and Defense Mobilization Chief 
Flemming.

rate structure instead of the hodge-podge now in exist- 
ence throughout the country. 


4. Use uniform waybills instead of the present sys- 
tem, which is to use what suits each company the best. 


5. Set up charge accounts with regular shippers, to 
make it easier for them to ship by bus. 


Hicks pointed out that a growing field in the area 
of package express is the shipment of cash letters by 
banks. Southwestern carriers have done much in de- 
veloping that type of business, he said. 


Meeting air coach competition was the next topic, 
handled by Pacific Greyhound’s Glen Magnuson, who 
figured that air coaches now move the equivalent of 100 
bus loads of coast-to-coast traffic each day each way. 

How to fight it? People travel by necessity or by 
choice, he said. If it’s the former, travel time is usually 
of the essence . . . but if it’s the latter, time is not 
necessarily a governing factor. The bus industry can 
get this type of traveler—-perhaps by using the idea of 
a famed steamship line that “half the fun is getting 
there.” 

“Perhaps,” said Magnuson, “we've been concentrat- 
ing too much on selling transportation instead of travel. 
We must sell what we alone can sell—the things that 
can be seen... and we must work on the younger gen- 
eration to acquaint them with the advantages of bus 
travel.” 


As always, the National Bus Traffic Association 
held its annual meeting on the two days prior to the 
NAMBO get-together. 

One of the highlights of this meeting was the firm de- 
cision to go ahead with a uniform package express 
tariff, as called for by Hicks in his address to NAMBO 
members. 

Following the Thursday NAMBO luncheon, at which 
guest speaker was George Alexander Bowie, public rela- 
tions consultant of Firestone Tire and Rubber Co., elec- 
tion of officers was held, with all officers re-elected for 
the coming year. 

It was also decided to hold the next convention in 
Chicago at the Drake Hotel on Sept. 12-14... . and at 
the same spot in 1957 on Sept. 18-20. The following 
year, 1958, the NAMBO convention may be held in 
White Sulphur Springs, W. Va.
